Celebrates 25th Year

Carin Bentley had lost weight worrying 
about her test. She was nervous, her knees 
shook. 

Suddenly, after weeks of studying for her 
citizenship test, her mind went blank as the 
judge asked her the first question, ‘‘Who 
makes the laws in the United States?” 

Bentley, a native of Germany, couldn’t 
think straight. She said the president makes 
the laws. 

“This is not Hitler country,” the judge 
sternly told her. ‘‘The people make the laws 
here.’”’ 

But all turned out well. The judge soon 
recognized Bentley knew more about the 
United States than most natives and she was 
granted citizenship. 

On March 5, 1985, Bentley is going to cele- 
brate the 25th anniversary of her arrival in 
the states. 

“To me, it is a very special date - almost 
like a wedding,” Bentiey said. ‘‘America is 
just the greatest country. There are lots of 
opportunities here to make something of 
yourself. And the freedom here to me is the 
greatest. It’s something you can feel.”’ 

“The people here are friendlier, it’s a 
much easier life. In Germany, you worry 
about what your neighbors think. After 20 or 
30 years, you still call them Mr. and Mrs. 
Here you can call people by their first 
names.” 

Bentley left her home town of Pirmasens, 
West Germany, at age 22 to go to the states. 

“T always wanted to go to America ever 
since I was a small girl coming out of the 
fall-out shelter at the end of the war. The 
Americans came through on their tanks and 
I liked them even though they were sup- 


posed to be our worst enemy. They threw | 


Hershey bars and Life Savers - and I ate 
everything though the Germans told us it 
was poisoned.” 

“My father was a colonel for Germany 
during the war and it was very hard for him 
to understand why I wanted to go to 
America. I’m not ashamed of Germany. I 
was born and raised there. But if people ask 
me, I tell them I’m an American, because I 
am now. 

“So many people here don’t realize how 
lucky they are. Most of the people born here 
take this country for granted,” she said. 

‘Whenever IJ hear bad talk about the U.S. 
I want to tell them to go to Russia or China

to see how people live there.” 

“T’ve went back to Germany nine times in 
the last 25 years for visits and I get seared 
there. One time I had a nightmare I couldn’t 
return to America and I woke up in a cold 
sweat.” 

Bentley was sponsored to gain entry in the 
U.S. by her second cousin. Her first job in 
the U.S. was as a governess of three child- 
ren for Lloyd W. Durant, a vice-president 
for NBC. Bentley lived at Mr. and Mrs. 
Durant’s residence in Scarsdale, New York, 
and often traveled to New York City with the 
children to see game shows and other tele- 
vision programs taped. 

She met her husband, Donald Bentley, in 
New York City, when he asked Carin and 
her girl friend for directions. Bentley, a 
career military officer, was stationed in 
Arizona and a year later they were married 
out west. 

Donald, a native of Grayling, died 11 
years ago after he had retired, returned to 
Grayling with his family, and started build- 
ing a house. 

Carin and her late husband have two 
children, Donelle, who was Miss Grayling in 
1982 and is a radiography technician at 
Mercy Hospital in Muskegon, and Donald, 
who works at the Grayling Holiday Inn. 

Carin currently works with handicapped 
children driving a bus for them for the 
COOR Intermediate School District. She 
was also a teacher’s aide in California 
before moving to Grayling. 

Besides her anniversary date on March 5 
concerning her arrival in the United States, 
Bentley also celebrates another date here - 
election days. 

“Every time I go to vote as an American I 
stand ten feet tall,” she said. 


Stockton Piles Up 
X-Gountry Ski Wins

Like a snowball rolling downhill, Butch 
Stockton, of Higgins Lake, is gathering in 
cross-country ski victories as the racing 
season hits its peak. 

Stockton, 36, won the Ranch Rudolph 
Grand Traverse 30-kilometer race in late 
January. Then, on Saturday, Feb. 2, Stock- 
ton beat out a field of about 500 skiers to 
claim the White Pine Stampede 20K title. 

The next day, Sunday, Feb. 3, Stockton 
won the Beaver Creek Challenge, a 12K race 
he has won four out of five years. 

Last Saturday, Feb. 9, Stockton won his 
age division at the North American VASA 
Cross-Country ski races held near Traverse 
City, finishing third overall in the 20K race. 
Two Olympic hopefuls from the Northern 
Michigan University ski team, Jan Berg- 
strom and Kevin Marciniak, were the only 
racers to beat him. 

To top off his day after racing in Michi- 
gan’s largest cross-country ski race, Stock- 
ton hopped in his car and made it to Gray- 
ling by 3 p.m. ia time to compete in the an- 
nual Klondike canoe race on the AuSable. 

Stockton, who’s won the gruelling AuSable 
Canoe Marathon the last three years, placed 
third with his partner Bob Welsch behind 
the teamns of Brett Stockton, Butch’s 
nephew, and Greg Barton, an Olympic 
canoeist, and Dave Shepherd and Jeff 
Kolka. 

Stockton, a teacher at the Grayling Mid- 
dle School, says he likes this part of the 
cross-country ski season because he is just 
starting to feel good. 

“Sometimes I get blown away in races at 
the beginning of the season,” he says. “‘I 
race for a hobby - skiing after school and on 
weekends - but some of these guys work all- 
year round just ‘preparing for the start of the 
racing season.’ 

Stockton’s summer sport of canoe racing 
uead to canditian hic orms and upper oody 
preparing him for the rigorous double poling 
used in cross-country skiing. But that’s 
changed. A new technique called skating in 
cross-country ski races has proven to be 
faster than poling most of the time. 

Stockton said he’s skated before but ex- 
perimenting at the VASA really converted 
him into a believer of the speed of skating. 
He also said the two top finishers at the 


VASA said they had skated over 100 percent 
of the course. 

Stockton said he’s looking forward to next 
year even more now because he wants to 
concentrate his conditioning on strengthen- 
ing the muscle groups involved in the 
skating technique. 

At age 36, Stockton is hardly slowing 
down. 

“T feel I have a couple of good years of 
skiing still in me. I don’t think I’ve ever 
really reached my peak in conditioning dur- 
ing the winter.” 

“The young guys have the youthful legs 
and the energy, but there’s a lot to be said 
for experience. I know how my body feels 
and I can avoid the peaks and valleys the 
young racers go through. If the experienced 
skier can maintain a slightly faster level 
throughout the entire race, he can beat 
someone younger.” 

“And there’s a lot more thinking involved 
in racing than is usually given credit. If a 
young guy doesn’t have good coaching, a 
skier with experience can beat him. The two 
Northern Michigan University skiers at the 
VASA (ages 22 and 25) had some of the best 
coaching in the U.S. so they were able to 
overcome the experience of some of us older 
skiers.”’ 

“You pick up endurance as you grow 
older,”’ says Stockton. “Some of the young 
lean racers I’ve noticed don’t have a lot of 
reserve. I carry about 13 percent body fat - 
that sounds like a lot but it isn’t. If I drop to 
about 11 percent I start losing strength. 
Having some reserve is important in the 
longer races.” 

“T think I can still ski as fast as I ever 
could over a long distance,”’ he says, ‘“‘but I 
know if I enter a 10K race the young guys 
are going to beat me because I’m just start- 
ing to feel good at ten kilometers.” 

Stockton begins training for cross-country 
skiing Dy running in the tall. At one ume, he 
was roller skiing home after work to Higgins 
Lake from Grayling. 

What’s next on the horizon for Stockton to 
challenge? 

This summer he’s looking forward to try- 
ing more bike racing and possibly a 
triathalon involving 50 miles of running, 100 
miles of biking, and 50 miles of paddling a 
canoe. 


Extra Millage Requests 


The Crawferd AuSable School Board 
voted Monday night not to put three addi- 
tional millage requests on an April 2nd 
ballot. 

The board voted 4-0 to place only one mil- 
lage request on the April 2, 1985, ballot. 

The board is seeking a millage renewal of 
16.9 mills plus one mill to continue current 
operations. 

School board member Fred Allen said the 
school district reduced millage by one mill 
in 1982 and now they need it back to keep 
essential programs. 

The board decided against placing these 


_ three additional millage requests on the 


ballot: one mill for major maintenance for 
four years; 3/4 mill for curriculum im- 
provement for three years, and one mill for 
fund equity for two years. 

“All three requests have merit and are 
needed by the district,”’ said board member 
Mary Allen. ‘But right now, you don’t buy 
dessert before you buy the meat and 
potatoes. We need the meat and potatoes - 
Wié TENE Wal pills Olle - Lu Keep operaung.” 

The 16.9 mill renewal plus one mill 


request is scheduled for an April 2nd vote to 
meet a deadline for summer taxes. Should 


voters pass the issue, the school will be able 
to collect summer taxes. 

Superintendent Kent Reynolds said the 
extra election in April will cost $3,500 but it 
could save the district up to $100,000 in in- 
terest. If summer taxes aren’t collected this 
year, the district will have to borrow up to 
$1.5 million and pay interest on the loan. 

The board meeting was attended by seven 
GHS students, four principals, two teachers, 


_and two citizens in addition to board mem- 


bers and the assistant superintendent and 
superintendent, 

One citizen, Glen Terry, said the public 
would be confused if all four proposals were 
on the ballot and they all would be voted 
down. He told the board they should follow 


Bangor School District’s recent example: 
keep it simple, tell the public what you need, 
and they will support you. (Bangor recently 
passed a renewal plus additional millage by 
the largest margin ever.) 

Reynolds said the school board has earned 
credibility with most of the community 
keeping promises made three years ago 
when the three-year renewal was passed. 
The beard said it would not come back ask- 
ing for additional millages to operate, it 
would restore and improve curriculum pro- 
grams, and it would improve its main- 
tenance programs. 

The many curriculum improvements 
were outlined by Reynolds in his 1985 State 
of the School presentation at the meeting. 
(Copies of the report are available at the 
district’s central office.) About $154,000 was 
spent in maintenance beyond personnel and 
utilities cost this year and several parents 
have commended the district on the main- 
tenance improvements. 

Reynolds said the board never came back 
during wie three years for extra miliages 
even though revenues didn’t come in as ex- 
pected. 

‘‘We’ve reached a point now where we 
can’t continue to operate at the same levels 
without getting that one mill back,’ Rey- 
nolds said. 

Without the one mili, the district will be 
$110,000 in deficit next year, he says. The 
only way to avoid the deficit will be a large 
reduction in programs including lay-offs. 

Reynolds said the district can’t expect 
any help from the state despite plenty of talk 
about helping education. Crawford AuSable 
is ‘‘out of formula” and only receives about 
one percent of its income from the state. 
Back in 1972 the state was providing about 
49 percent of the district’s revenues. 

Crawford AuSable spends an average of 
$2,291 per pupil while the average school 
district in the U.S. spends $2,948 per pupil.

THERE ARE SOME printed views from 
the other side of the spectrum, too. New 
York Times Columnist William Safire wrote 
about the inaugural speech: 


The state Court of Appeals has refused to 
order Governor James Blanchard to invoke 
the Emergency Prison Overcrowding Act’s 
; provisions for early inmate release, how- 
‘ ever, the attorney seeking the order said he 
may file for an order by the Supreme Court. 

A three judge appeals court panel dis- 
missed the suit for lack of jurisdiction, but 
offers no discussion. The cited cases date 
back to 1874 which ruled the judiciary does 
not have the authority to interfere with the 
determinations of a coordinate branch of 
government. 

Douglas Mullkoff of the National Lawyers 
Guild, who filed suit on behalf of an inmate 
in the Huron Valley Women’s facility, said 
the Governor’s refusal to declare an over- 
crowding emergency, despite a finding in 
December by the state Corrections Com- 
mission that prison populations exceed 


_ capacity, was putting prisoners in jeopardy. 
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Attorney General Frank Kelley, who had 
ruled the Governor was not required to 
authorize prisoner releases, said the ap- 
pellate ruling was ‘clearly a victory for all 
law abiding citizens. The Governor is taking 
swift action to increase prison capacity, 
clearly there is no reason to release any of 
these dangerous felons out onto the streets.” 

In refusing to sign an emergency order, 
which . would have reduced minimum 
prisoner sentences by 90 days, Blanchard 
told the commission it had the administra- 
tive ability to deal with the problem. 

No immediate relief is in sight for the 
women’s 477-bed system, which as of 
January 9 contained 531 inmates.

“Did the peroration lift off? (Columnist’s 
note: ‘Peroration’ means conclusion of an 
oration. I looked it up, RLM) Yes, not for 
nothing is Wilson his middle name. ‘The 
American sound,’ the song sung first by a 
settler heading westward, its echos filling 
‘the unknowing air,’ is a lovely metaphor, 
and enabled him to use the half-dozen adjec- 
tives that describe his vision of America: 
‘hopeful, big-hearted, idealistic — daring, 
decent and fair.’ 

“If those words are left in the viewers’ 
minds to associate with the speaker, so 
much the better. In sum, Reagan’s second 
inaugural was a respectable effort, above 
the average and worth reading over; a B- 
plus of a speech, not great, not near-great, 
but not bad. Not bad at all.” 

One final example, this one from Nick

general: ‘‘The reality that Reagan is a 
strong, believed-in leader has not yet soaked 
into the minds of many in the top media or in 
Washington’s opinion-molding community.

Liberals and the media elite aside, the polls 
also show a jump in the number of Ameri- 
cans who now regard themselves as 
Republicans.

WHAT’S THE PURPOSE in presenting 
other comments from others on the Reagan 
inaugural? One purpose is to present some 
examples of excellent writing; another is to 
make a point about columnists, including 
this particular one. 

After reading those excerpts, it’s fairly 
easy to see where the writer “is coming 
from.” Consistent reading of these writers 
— and many others, including some who 
share these pages week after week — will 
show the same sort of pattern of consistent 
bias, so the reader should judge the effort 
importantly from the standpoint of where 
the writer is ‘coming from.”’ 

Personally, as a columnist, I hope to avoid 
such an easy tag. Certainly, we all have 
preconceived ideas and biases, even writers 
(or maybe, especially writers). 

But my aim as an essayist is to offer a fair 
and reasonable comment wherever I feel it 
is due, and to avoid easy classification of 
viewpoint simply because readers may 
know from past writings ‘‘where he’s 
coming from.” 

Naturally, I don’t always succeed. But J 
try.

AMENDMENT INTRODUCED CALLING 
FOR TAX REFERENDUM 

A constitutional amendment giving the 
public the ‘“‘absolute right” to hold referen- 
dums on any legislation changing state 
taxes has been introduced in the House by 
Representative William Bryant (R-Gresse 
Pointe Farms). 

Bryant said the amendment allows 
citizens to petition for a referendum on any 
changes to taxes, including closing loop- 
holes, changing rates or creating new taxes. 

Areferendum would either have to be held 
within 75 days, or as part of a general elec- 
tion, if one is scheduled within 60 to 90 days 
after petitions were certified. 

The amendment would also stipulate that 
the change to the tax would remain in effect 
during the time prior to the referendum, 
unlike the current constitutional provision 
which prohibits legislation from taking ef- 
fect until the referendum. 

The amendment would not affect appro- 
priations. 

For the amendment to go on the 1986 
ballot it would have to be approved by three- 
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Bryant, however, said he would begin a 
simultaneous petition drive to help assure 
that the proposal does go on the ballot. For 
the petition drive to succeed, it would 
require 304,000 signatures from registered 
voters.

The Dept. of Natural 
Resources oversees safety 
training in four areas, as 
mandated by statute. The 
four areas are: Hunter 
Safety, Marine Safety, Snow- 
mobile Safety and Off-Road 
Vehicle (ORV) Safety. In 
general, a youngster bet- 
ween 12 and 16 must have 
passed the appropriate 
safety course prior to taking 
part in certain aspects of the 
invoived activity. 

The original conception of 
the safety training included 
the use of volunteers to teach 
the courses. This is best 
shown in the Hunter Safety 
program. Locally, we have 
some very dedicated and ac- 
tive sportsmen who take the 
time to help young hunters. 

The Sheriff’s Dept. plays 
an important role in the 
Marine and Snowmobile 
safety programs, offering 
several classes each year to 
local youngsters. 

All four programs are of- 
fered through the school 
system as part of the Out- 
door Living class in the 
Middle School. This is the 
ideal situation, giving the 
student the opportunity to 
receive instruction from a 
professional teacher. 

The only real problem we 
have in Crawford County is 
with the ORV Safety class. 
For some reason, those 
neonle wha take nart. in this 
activity are not willing to 
take the time to help young 
riders learn to safely operate 
their equipment. I can’t 
believe that they don’t care.

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Smoking: Why Should | 
Stop - How Can | Stop?

(This is the conclusion of a 
two-part serles.) 

The latter question ‘How 
can I stop?” is much more 
difficult to answer. Before 
attempting to answer this 
question, I need to clarify the 
fact that the smoker’s 
resources for stopping 
depend upon whether or not 
the smoker is a christian or a 
non-christian. I will first out- 
line the non-christian’s 
resources for stopping 
smoking and will then con- 
clude with the christian’s 
resources. 

There are several ob- 
stacles to the smoker who 
tries to quit. Obstacles in- 
clude social pressure. Some- 
times a smoker’s friends will 
not want the person to suc- 
ceed in stopping smoking. 
Some smokers have had to 
resort to changing their cir- 
cle of friends and activities 
to be successful in quitting. 

Another obstable is lack of 
a specific plan whether it be 
hypnosis, willpower, 
nicotine gum, etc. It would 
behoove the individual 
smoker to check with his or 
her physician before starting 
on a cessation program, 
especially when it comes to 
controversial therapy such 
as hypnosis. 

Alcohol can also become 
an obstacle. Smoking and 
alcohol are often related. 
While a person is attempting 
to quit smoking, it often 
helps to keep alcohol con- 
sumption to a minimum or to 


. totally. abstain, Feared loss 


of self control is yet another 
obstacle. 

Many smokers feel they 
will no longer be able to con- 
trol their temper or other 
emotions when they stop 
smoking. This loss of control 
is usually only transient. 
There are many other ob- 
stacles to the cessation of 
smoking including expecta- 


tion of failure, secret 
smoking, stressful situa- 
tions, and weight gain. 


The majority of smokers 
that stop smoking will gain 
weight. This is often used as 
an excuse to continue 
smoking. 

To make a rational com- 
parison, a smoker would 
have to become approxi- 
mately 125 pounds over- 
weight to have the relative 
health risk as that of con- 
tinuing smoking. 

Other obstacles include 
the obvious nicotine depen- 
dence, switching to other 
forms of tebacco (which 
usually does not help), self 
pity, or “mourning.” 

There are many helpful 
hints for the smoker. It often 
helps if the smoker who is at- 
tempting to quit actively en- 
courages and helps others to 
stop smoking. Along this 
same line is the practice of 
identifying and personally 
associating with former 
smokers. The ex-smoker 


‘ghould also learn to avoid 


“triggers” of stimuli that 
encourage smoking, what- 
ever those may be. The 
paraphenalia of smoking 
should also be disposed of. It 
often helps to join a group 
opposed to smoking and read 
their literature. 

Another very important 
part of stopping smoking is 
verbalizing your belief to 
others. This will often 
strengthen one’s courage 
and willpower. One of the 
most helpful areas is that of 
developing a substitute ac- 
tivity incompatible with 
smoking, for example - aero- 
bic exercise program, 
jogging, or other physical 
activities. 

The stimulation from 
physical €aciciaw vite oi 
aid the ex-smoker in staying 
off tobacco, and it will cer- 
tainly help in keeping down 
the expected weight gain. 
Some ex-smokers also find it 
helpful to place signs in their 
home and at work areas ask- 
ing others to refrain from 
smoking. 


I now address the christian 
who is endeavoring to stop 
smoking. The principles 
above given to the nen- 
christian smoker also apply 
in general to the christian, 
but the christian has a much 
greater resource to enable 
himself or herself to stop, the 
resource being the Word of 
God and the indwelling Holy 
Spirit. 

The Word of God shows us 
in several passages the im- 
portant principles that the 
smoker can use to convict 
himself or herself regarding 
smoking. In I Corinthians 
10:31, the apostle Paul says 
‘“‘Whether, therefore, ye eat, 
or drink, or whatever ye do, 
do all to the glory of God.” 
The christian smoker needs 
to ask himself if his smoking 


is glorifying to God. 
In Hebrews 12:1, the 
writer of the book of 


Hebrews states (after sur- 
veying the many biblical 
heroes of faith in chapter 
11): ‘Let us lay aside every 
weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and 
let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us.” 
Here the idea is portrayed 
that even if a particular ac- 
tivity is not defined as sin in 
the scripture, there are 
many things that we 
christians do that are 
“weights”. They weigh us 
down and hinder our testi- 
mony for our Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ. 

In Hebrews 12:2, the very 
next verse, the scripture 
continues “Looking unto 
Jesus, the author and 
finisher of our faith.” This 
should be a real encourage- 
ment to the christian. 

In I Corinthians 6:19, the 
apostle Paul again writing to 
the Corinthian church states, 
“Know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost who is in you, whom 
ye have of God, and ye are 
not your own?”’ In verse 20, 
it goes on to say “For ye are 
bought with a price; there- 
fore, glorify God in your 


‘body and in your spirit, 


which are God’s.’”’ The chris- 
tian needs to give his body to 
the Lord and allow the Lord 
to control all facets of his or 
her life.

christian to consider ab- 
staining from tobacco is 
found in Romans 14 and in I 
Corinthians 8. Each of these 
chapters has a text devoted 
to the stumbling block prin- 
ciple whereby a christian 
who smokes can be a stum- 
bling block to a weaker 
brother. 


In I Corinthians 6:12 (and 
repeated again in I Corin- 
thians 10:23), the Bible tells 
the believer that ‘‘all things 
are lawful unto me, but all 
things are not expedient.” 
The text then goes to state 
we should not be brought un- 
der the “‘power of any.” A 
smoker is under the power of 
tobacco. 

The solution for the chris- 
tian is to first of all search 
the scriptures daily whether 
these things are so (Acts 
17:11) and pray for guidance 
from the indwelling Holy 
Spirit. Romans & shows the 
believer how if he walks af- 
ter the Spirit, he will not ful- 
fill the lust of the flesh. I 
wish you success in your ef- 
forts to kick the smoking 
habit.

teeth lost because of acci- 
dents or dental disease. If 
you are missing all or most 
of your teeth, your diet will 
be severely limited, and you 
could look older and less at- 
tractive. If you are missing 
one or several teeth, other 
problems may result. The 
neighboring teeth may tip 
over into the empty space. 
The teeth in the opposite jaw 
may move up or down 
toward the space. 

Teeth that are out of posi- 
tion may not ‘‘mesh’’ or fit 
correctly with teeth in the 
other jaw. Chewing and 
other movements of the 
mouth may put added 
stresses on these teeth, push- 
ing them even farther out of 
line and breaking down the 
tissues that hold them in 
place. Teeth that are tipped 
or out of position are also 
hard to clean, which in- 
creases the risk of tooth 
decay and _ periodontal 
(gum) disease. 

To replace one or more 
missing teeth, fixed bridges 
are most often used. They 
are held in place by crown- 
ing (capping) the natural 
teeth on either side of the 
space and an artificial tooth 
is fused between the crowns 
to replace the lost tooth. In 
other cases the artificial 
tooth is bonded to the neigh- 
boring teeth. 

The success of a bridge 
depends greatly on the con- 
tinned health of the teeth 
supporting it, so people who 
must wear bridges should be 
particularly careful to brush 
and floss thoroughly every 
day.

When one considers the 
sheer number of logs being 
handled by the respective 
boom companies, it is no 
wonder that marks which 
closely resembled others 
could not be tolerated. Con- 
sider that in one year the Tit- 
tabawassee Boom Company 
sorted, rafted and delivered 
more than 600 million board 
feet of logs. The question is 
how many actual logs does 
that amount to? The rough 
rule was ‘“‘five logs to the 
thousand,” or approximate- 
ly 200 board feet to the log. 
Your arithmetic is as good 
as mine, but that equates out 
to three million logs to be 
identified by log marks at 
one boom. 

There were many such 
booms doing equal or lesser 
volume. It is little wonder 
that the air turned blue with 
profanity on the boom sticks 
when an unmarked log got 
into the sorting gap. That 
unmarked log threw a 
monkey wrench into the 
whole operation. The log was 
thoroughly examined for end 
marks as well as_ bark 
marks. If none were found, 
the log was put with others of 
its kind. Upriver the un- 
marked log was a gift to any- 
one who found it and there 
were those who made a 
business of hunting them. On 
the booming grounds, such 
logs were gathered and sold 
by the boom company to pay 
for their transportation and 
care.
